The ship-canal through Cape Cod has at 
last passed ‘from ‘the domain of ‘disctssion 
to that of downright digging. A thousand 
men are already at work on it,” ‘and a 
thousand<more probably will .have joined 
them,before the,end of the month. ‘The 
last great problem) whether the harbor ion 
the-Cape Cod Bay side: should be ‘at ‘the 
mouth of the Scusset or at the mouth. ofthe 
Shawm has been amicably ‘solved, ‘aud be- 
fore. many years we may look: to see the 
bent arm which Massachusetts ‘has ‘so long 
thrust defiantly into the séa cut short off, the 
natural peninsula ertificially turned into an 
island; anda share of the vessels that ply 
between Boston and southerly ports taking 
this new and narrower way rather than’ the 
broad but roundabout ocean route . that 
doubles.the capes .

five hundred miles in-going from Mobile and 
New-Orleans ‘arditnd*Key West to New- 
York; North Carolina is asking Congress 
for ship-canals, or inland water routes, from 
Norfolk to’ Cape’ Fear River : éven Minnesota 
wants a ship-canal from Lake Superior, at 
Duluth, to the .Upper Mississippi and the 
Red River of the’North; “When a peninsula 
like Nova Scotia juts out so temptingly,. its 
severance from the mainland becomes only 
a question of time.
